The com pany have never indicated 
definitely th eir intentio n to g o throug h 
the g rounds, but the eng ineer w ill be 
here S aturday to confer w ith the di­ 
rectors of the F a ir A ssociation about 
the m atter. 
One of the directors of the com pany 
said if it w ent throug h the g rounds at 
all it w ould g o rig h t throug h the race 
track and the place w here the g rand­ 
stand is now located, so th a t the track 
w ill be ruined for racing purposes, 
but the chief eng ineer of the traction 
com pany said there w ould still be 
room for a half m ile track . 
R epresentatives of the tractio n com ­ 
pany are said to have offered or w ill 
offer a t a m eeting of the F a ir direc­ 
tors, S aturday , to pay the dam ag es to 
the fair g round and to eonstnrct a new 
race track ex actly lik e the one there 
now and to move the g rand stand to 
its proper place. 
If it develops th a t the race track 
cannot be built upon the g round re ­ 
m aining there is land adjo ining the 
g rounds th a t can be procured by the 
association. 
If any of the chang es are m ade they 
w ill not be m ade until after the com ­ 
ing fair, so th at it w ill not be inte r­ 
fered w i 
in the least.

The present track has been in use 
over th irty 
y ears. 
The 
association 
lias held county fairs here for nearly 
half a century .

Chefoo. April 5.—There was another 
bom bardm ent of Port A rthur April 
3. but there are no authentic details 
of the eng ag em ent available. 


St. Petersburg , April 5.—As the tim e 
approaches for the opening of land op­ 
erations on a larg e scale, the Russian 
authorities are ex ercising g reater vig ­ 
ilance to prevent the news of their 
plans for the disposition of troops in 
the th eater of war from g oing abroad. 
For ten day s not a scrap of real in­ 
form ation, ex cept such as is contained 
in official dispatches, has been g iven 
out or has come from the front. There 
practically ex ists an em barg o upon 
news dispatches. 
It is rs if an im penetrable curtain 
had suddenly been rung down on the 
stag e of war in east Asia. 
Behind this 
curtain the g reatest activity prevails. 
General K uropatk in, at his tem porary 
headq uarters In Liao Yang , is direct 
ing the ex ecution of his plans, moving 
the troops, streng thening the positions 
selected and otherw ise look ing after 
the 
org anization 
and 
Innum erable 
w ants of the arm y in the field. 
That the g eneral’s plan of cam paig n 
has been work ed out, and th at it In­ 
volves the play ing of a w aiting g ame 
until the disposition of the arm y has 
been com pleted, can be stated with 
positiveness. 
It can also be stated 
th at these plans are prog ressing even 
more rapidly than ex pected. 
Every 
day is now considered a distinct g ain 
for the Russians and as distinct a loss 
for the Japanese. 
For this reason it 
can be confidently predicted th at the 
R ussians will not do more than har- 
rass the Japanese advance in Korea. 
The g radual w ithdraw al of the Rus­ 
sians does not mean any thing as de­ 
term ining the fig hting capacities of 
the men of the respective arm ies; it 
is part of the Russian tactics. 
The m elting of the snow in a moun­ 
tainous country will render im passa­ 
ble in the spring the roads over which 
the Japanese must come, and this is 
considered to be alm ost as effective 
an opposition as a Russian arm y corps. 
The R ussians also count upon a Jap ­ 
anese flank ing movement in connec­ 
tion with a frontal attack , and there­ 
fore a nussian force has been disposed 
along the Tumen to prevent the en­ 
trance of a Japanese column there. 
Another flank ing m ovem ent is ex pect­ 
ed at the head of the Liao Tung g ulf 
near New Chwang , and every thing 
there is being prepared to receive the 
enem y ; but for the present the Rus­ 
sian m ilitary authorities believe that 
the Japanese g ame at this point has 
been block ed by the failure of the a t­ 
tem pts to bottle up and render immo­ 
bile the fleet of Vice Admiral Mak a- 
roff, which, while free, will be too 
g reat a m enace to the m ovem ent of 
Japanese transports into the g ulf of 
Pechili. 
Another effort to block Port 
A rthur is conseq uently ex pected dally . 
One of the principal reasons for 
Viceroy Alex ieff’s visit to Port A rthur 
is understood to have been to consult 
Vice Admiral Mak aroff with a view 
to devising plans for defeating those 
attack s. 
It is hinted in hig h q uarters 
th at the nex t tim e the Japanese ap­ 
pear off Port A rthur they will find a 
surprise 
aw aiting 
them. 
Viceroy 
Alex ieff has returned to Muk den.

La te s t From the Front. 
Chefoo, April 5.—The Nippon Yusen 
K sisha has resum ed its service be­ 
tween Korea and northern China with 
foreig n steam ers. 
The first steam er 
has arrived from Chemulpo and from 
the passeng ers it was learned th at the 
last conting ent of Jap an’s first arm y 
lasded in Korea March 30. 
The arm y 
consists of 50,000jnen, including coolie 
carriers. Japan has made Anju a fron­ 
tal base, and has bridg ed the Chang 
Chung and Pak Chung rivers, and is 
ready to advance by three roads to the 
Yalu river. 
It will probably be a 
month, however, before a big battle 
will be foug ht, as the artillery moves 
slowly on account of poor horses and 
the bad m anag em ent of the horses. 
O therw ise the org anization of the Jap ­ 
anese forces is alm ost perfect. 
An 
im m ense q uantity of supplies is g oing 
forward by coolie carriers.
